members need bo no longer under apprehen- 
sions that their liberal schemes will be 
crushed by the Accumulated dead weight 
of a hostile Executive. There is no excuse 
ia the eoming session for tiny defeotivo or 
abortive bill — any patchwork of incongru- 
ities. Wo want a moastire that will boar the 
tost of a court of law — that will give defiued 
powers unrestrained by Executive interfer- 
ence, that will afford a revenue ample to meit 
all requirements, by a taxation more general 
in its character than heretofore, and that will 
embrace within tho municipal »oundaries 
those extensive and valuable properties that 
■were so carefully excluded in all the previous 
bills. We want such an act and we cannot 
have it too soon. 

There is, however, another question 
equally important with the Incorporation 
bill , equally urgent, and which has been 
equally neglected — no mean education. The 
bill which was thrown out of the last ses- 
sion, besides being cumbrous and unwieldy 
in its mode of raising the necessary funds, 
was not to come into operation until 1855. 
There is therefore still time to have an en- 
lightened school system in being, before tho 
time mentioned in the defeated bill — still 
time to blot out the stigma and disgrace of 
keeping the children of the poor in ignor. 
ance. The school question, as well as the 
Incorporation bill, has had such ample dis- 
cussion, that there is 110 earthly reason why 
a bill embodying tho principles onunciatcd by 
our public meetings should not, along with 
its municipal companion, become law before 
the present month expires. His Excellency 
Governor Kennedy has expressed himself sn 
strongly in favor of an educational system 
that we foel assured whatever influence tho 
Executivo may possess will be exerted iu 
behalf o[ a liberal School Bill. We hope, 
therefore, to see something like despatoli 
evinced by tha members in bringing forward 
an educational measure, and we also hope, 
for the sake of tho dignity of the Mouse an 
well as tho well-being of the population, that 
no unchristian clerical influenco will be 
allowed to protrude its baneful presenoa in 
the legislative chamber.

INCORPORATION AND EDUCATION. 

As tlio meeting of tlie Legislature ap- 
proaches, the public attcution is naturally 
drawn to some of those pressing wants wbioh 
have bean so sadly neglected by the sessions 
of the past. Foremost among these ill 
treated measures is an Incorporation Bill, If 
it is almost sickening to be obliged to recur 
to (his Bubject Cor the nine hundrod anil 
ninety-niulh limo, it is equally nauseous to 
let it alone and oontinue to broathe the fotid 
atmosphcro of our neglected streets. Wo 
have now, however, an opportunity of ob- 
taining a good Municipal Act. The lute At- 
torney General who formed tho gravest 
obstacle iu the way ol previous bills is now 
gono, and wo have no reason to presmna that 
Jiis successor is tinctured in the slightest 
degreo with the same, antipathy to municipal 
Government. "We do not intend in the pre- 
sent article to pdint out tho numerous defects 
of the old act, or offer suggestions for a now 
one ; but wo wish to impress upon our mem- 
bers of Assembly the necessily ol pushing a 
liberal and eOeotive measure through the 
House almost as soon as that body meets. 
In a month or two our streets will become 
impenetrable morasses, through which the 
waggoner, dospito his shoulder to the wheel, 
will be unable to mako bis way, and our 
side-walks eo many traps to trip up elderly 
gentlemen and precipitate respectable femaics 
into ungraceful attitudes, and unsightly mud ; 
other ills, of an equally intolerable character, 
■will be ushered in with the coming winter, — 
and it is, thoraforo, necessary that we should 
have a Council with necessary power to 
grapple with the exigencies that may arise. 

The advent of Governor Konnudy has 
made a liberal Incorporation Act a feasible 
scheme. Iu the time gone by there was a 
milUstono carefully fastened around the neck 
of every popular measure, that either clogged 
its progress or throttled it in its paasuge. 
Now, however, every facility is offorod for 
enlightened legislation, and well-meaning 
members need bo no longer under apprehen> 
sions that their liberal schemes will be 
crushed by the accumulated dead Weight 
of a hostile Executive. There is no excuse 
in the eomiog session for any defective or 
abortive bill — any patchwork of iucongru- 
ilies. Wo want a nioasurs that will boar tho 
tost of n court of law — that will give defiued 
powers unrestrained by Executive iuterfer. 
ence, that will nfford a revenue ample to me-'t 
all requirements, by a taxation more general 
in its character than heretofore, and that will 
embrace within the municipal fcounJaries 
those extensive and valuable properties that 
were ao carefully excluded in all the previous 
bills. We want such an act and we cannot 
have it too soon. 

There is, however, another question 
equally important with the Incorporation 
bill, equally urgent, and which has been 
equally neglected — we mean education. The 
bill which was thrown out of the last ses- 
sion, besides being cumbrous and unwieldy 
in its mode of raising tho necessary funds, 
was not to come into eperatiun until 1885. 
There is therefore still time to have an en- 
lightened school system in being, beforo tho 
time mentioned in the defeated bill — still 
time to blot out the stigma and disgrace of 
keeping the children of the poor in ignor. 
ance. The school question, as well as the 
Incorporation bill, has had such ample dis- 
cussion, that there is 110 earthly reason why 
a bill embodying tho principles enunciated by 
our public meetings should not, along with 
its municipal companion, become law before 
the present month expires. His Excellency 
Governor Kennedy hag expressed himself so 
strongly in favor of an educational system 
that we feel assured whatever influence tho 
ISxecutivo may possess will ba exerted in 
behalf o[ a liberal School Bill. We hope, 
therefore, to see something like despatch 
evinced by tha uiombors in bringing forward 
an educational measure, and we also hope, 
for the sake of tho dignity of the House as 
well as tho well-being of the population, that 
no unchristian clerical influenco will be 
allowed to protrude its baneful presence in 
the legislative chamber.

CORPORATION VS. LATHAM. 

Argument was yesterday renewed before 
His Honor the Chief- Justice in the suit in- 
stituted by the City Coiporation against the 
defendant for tho recovery of a certain sum 
of money alleged to havo been paid by them 
to aud lor the use of the said defendant, being 
d pro rata share or assessment of tho cost of 
a certain drain on Blniicliaril street, con- 
structed by the requisition ol tho defendant 
and other houseliuldors. The merits of the 
case havo been previously published. 

Mr. Cary appoared for the plaintiffs, Mr. i 
Copland Tor Iho defendant. After eor.io argu- | 
moot between the legal gentlemen, the de- 
fendant was called, and slati-d that tho drain 
was improperly constructed, nnd was not 
letol, nor had sufficient fall to lead off Iho 
water from the swamp. His house hnd, in 
consequence, been to nan t loss lor two months. 
The drain in soino places Wis two feel above 
tho level of the street. The earth taken out 
.was piled up in tho street, and hindered the 
approach to his premises. The planks of the 
box-drain wore not properly fnstencd. and the 
whole afTair was a '' botched job." 
[ John Lecoh, carpenter, sworn, staled he 
' hnd put down many drains, nnd this was thu 
worst for tho purpose he ever saw. Tho 
water, in some places at iho lower end, is now 
stagnant and very offensive. Thero was not 
sufficient descent. It would ovorflnw iu tho 
winter. The boxes are not propcily fastened, 
and will be destroyed bofors winter sets in. 
The iron gratings hnve not yet been fixed at 
the corners of the streets. Tho property- 
holders would be glad to pay double the 
amount to have the work properly done. 

Hy Mr. Cary — There wus but a slight fall 
in the box drain towards tho ravine); the sun 
had injured tho boxes and curled Iho edges; 
Mr. Latham's house was six feel above the 
level of Ibe drain and was inundated by the 
dr.dn which tvai Iwo foet above tho level of 
the street. 

Willis Bond. — Slated that thore was an 
old *ig zag drain made by the Hudson Hay 
Company, which got stopped up, and I nnd 
others petitioned the Council t» make a drain 
connecting with the stone culvert iu Yates 
street, nnd instead of doing so vhey led ihe 
drain into another private drain. Thore 
were to hnve been fi iron gratings, nod the 
digging was to have boon 8 feet deep and 
levelled, which hud not been done. The 
watar had been worse since tho construction 
of the drain than beforo; a lady had to be 
carried oul of her house in consequence of an 
overflow of water, and had been ill ever 
since; witness expected to he himself Hooded 
out; Mr. Robinson's house was also flooded and 
the side walk made impassable; the wood 
work of Iho drain was not properly done. 

By Mr. Cary — In laying down tho new 
drain the old one was stopped; did not un- 
derhand what was meant by " undulate;" 
could not place the word; iho old drain zig 
zagged, it had been cut lo let the water out. 

K. Phelps- proved the overflow of waler 
during the wet season; the Council were 
petitioned to lako Ihe waler away and had 
not dune so. 

Win. Iiell — said that he intended to build 
on Blanchard street, but could not do so on 
account of the water, which came in larger 
quantities last winter than any season before; 
could havo constructed a stone culvert for Ihe 
same money; Ihe present drain did not seem 
to carry ofT tho water at all, it took it to tho 
comer of (Quadra street, whence it returned. 

Hy Mr. Cary — Have been five years in the 
country, and saw more rain fall in the lall of 
'59 than last season. Did not think thsro 
wan any part of tho swamp that was not 
Viiphor than the culvert. 

Mr. Latham, recalled — There are G3 town 
lots from corner of Cook Street to the culvert 
on Yates street.

There was to bo no 
reward, but they, tho plaintiffs, were politely 
requested to do tho work on behalf of these 
people as a favor. Tho learned counsel pro- 
ceeded to show that tho work had been per- 
formed, and the witnesses called for the de- 
fence had prored that Ihey had causod the 
alleged damage themselves, by cutting the 
old drain. He concluded by enforcing upon 
His Lordship that the preseut action was 
simply for money paid for the use of tho de- 
fendants.

The larger proportion of those fine 
vessels arc from the county of Lunenburg, the 
inhabitants of which have lor some year* past 
taken the lead iu protocuting l' 10 cod fisheries at 
the localities above named.

YEAR'S WORK OF A CORONER. 

'I'ho Social Science Review publishes a sketch 
by Dr. Lankeiler of bis work es a coroner for the 
central district of Middlesex, in the yenr ending 
July 31, 18G3. The population of the district is 
stated at S0o.t)7'5 (meaning prohablvnt the census 
of April, 1881.) and ho hold 1080 iiiqusBts (203 of 
then nt hospitals, prisons, or asylums), one for 
every 71b persons. The proportion is very much 
higher in St. (lilt's; yet iho medical OlHcerof that 
parish hill to stale that in lofS'2 forty-lire bodies 
wcrn interred without nny inquiry when there 
ought to havo been one. "H it intolerable in a 
civilised country," he says, 1 'that persons dying iu 
this way should be Interred without inquiry; in at 
least two cases thero was jtrima facia ground for 
suspecting poison." JJr Luuk'cstor states that 
"the registration of death and tho burial of tke 
body without any medical certificate, is a very 
common occurrence in London." Tory unsatis- 
factory medical certificates are also accepted by 
somo registrars; sometimes tho medical man never 
saw the deceased either alive or dead. Irregular 
certificates ought always to be loferrcd to tho cor- 
oner. In thu oour60 of the year there were fifty- 
three deaths of new-born children, with verdicts 
of wilful murder or neglect, very often on tho 
part of somo person unknown; there wero besides 
eight deaths of now-born children from "unknown 
cauh»«," and eistht "accidental deaths, "making 59 
inquests on new-born children. It is, says the co- 
ronor, a fearful pioturo of the moral co idition of 
tho district. The crimo of infanticide <s very 
much more frcqiont in central Middlesex than in 
ethsrs, and Iho subject seems ono that demands in- 
vestigation. The crimo appears to bo most fre- 
quent among women in domestic service. Sixteen 
children that had never breathed were pickod up 
iu the streets. The absence of any registration of 
still-born children is undoubtedly a source of 
crime. Childrsn aro often brought to the under- 
taker for burial as still-born without any guaran- 
teo for that fact, and whore women' can find ac- 
complices, this presents a very ready method of 
Helling rid of children without any enquiry as to 
tho cause of their death. As many as U0 children 
wero suffocated In lied, somo of tlieni first-barn 
children of young mothers ignorant of the neces- 
sity of fresh air for the aid of their offspring; oth- 
ers the children of parents who had gone to bed 
not sober, and caused their child's death by cul- 
pable neglect. With rogard to inquests on adults, 
the coroner reports that 70 of the 1,08 J dseths 
were suicides. The largest number of the suicides 
was by poison, and tins is effected only by articles 
extensively used in various brunches of industry, 
and therefore easily procured for au improper 
purpose. Tho year's inquests imply that tho ten- 
dency to commit suicide is more than twieo as 
groat among men as among women, and that men 
prefer hanging or tho knife, women poisoning or 
drowning. In a large proportion of these cases 
habits of intoxication had preceded the set of 
suicide.
